When 19 he walked all the way to 


\the California gold fields to seek 


his fortune, and failing returned to 


| Milwaukee in 1853, where he went 


into a produce and commission 


| business. 


Followed three prosperous years 
and he then became a partner of 
Plankington, the largest 
packer in Milwaukee. 

Armour built his own refrigera- 
tor cars after 1878, which enabled 
him to market fresh meat where 
hitherto only pickled meats had 
| been shipped. Then he turned is 
_attention to the science of elimi- 
nating waste and soon was manu- 
facturing many lines of by-prod- 
ucts—an important part of the 
packing industry. 

Soon the business developed into 
a great international industria! en- 
terprise. Armour was a practical 
philanthropist and constantly in- 
vested his money in new enter- 
prises just to give more men em- 
ployment. During hig life-time he 
probably employed more men than 
any other individual in the world. 

Armour gave Dr. Frank W. Gun- 
saulus $1,000,000 to found the Ar- 
mour Institute of Technology for 
boys who could not afford to at-

Philip Danforth Armour—The Packing King. 


Since the death of Philip D. Ar- 
mour in 1901, his son, J. Ogden 
“J. O."’, as his colleagues cal) hirr. 
has proved himeelf a “chip of the 
old block.” Born in 1863, he was 
called home from school and put 
through all the hurdles from tre 
killing of livestock in “Packing 
Town” to the general offices. 

The business, und his adminis- 
tration, handles about 300 distinct 
products. It has permanent offices 


“in 40 foreign cities, 500 branch 
plants in different countries—the 
| one in Argentina alone costing 
| $3,500,000—and foreign business 
| amounting to $100,0°0.000 a year. 
| It pays about $300,000,000 annually 
to American farmers for live stock. 

It has the largest refrigerating 
plant in the world and controls 
more refrigerator and special cars 
than any railroad system in -he 
United Statea. 

It has the second largest leather 
business in the world and ranks 
among the foremost manuje™iyrers 
of fertilizers. When the founder 
died the concern was doing a Duzsi- 
ness of about $180,000,000 a jeer. 
Today. the Httle packing indnstry 
which originated in 1867 employs 
more than 40,000 people and does 
$500,000,000 business a year.
